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More \han Money = 


“Then Peter said, Silver and gold 
havelI none: but such as I have give I 
thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk,” Acts 3:6. 


If we should close our eyes and 
vision the day to which our lesson 
refers, we would find two of the Lord’s 
disciples on their way to the temple 
to assemble in worship and the min- 
istry of the Word. Along the way we 
can picture this crippled man begging 
alms. Peter approaches the man and 
fastens his eyes upon him, as he said, 
“Look on us.” Then the words of our 
text fell from the lips of Peter. They 
were surely powerful words and words 
of faith in a living God. Peter had no 
money, but he gave to this crippled 
soul more than if he had had the 
wealth of a Croesus. Yes, Peter said, 
“Such as I have give I thee.” The re- 
sults were miraculous, for the man 
went running and leaping into the 
temple, a living testimony of “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever.” The thing I wish to 
point out to you is that Peter was able 
to give far more than money. He was 
able to give words of life and power 
by the authority of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

DANGERS OF WEALTH 

In presenting this theme, I wish to 
say that I believe wealth is not con- 
demned in the Bible. However, time 
after time we find the Scriptures 
warning about the dangers of wealth. 
The love of money, the love of things 
that are temporal in value, is certain- 
ly dangerous to Christians. While 
poverty may be inconvenient, let us be 
bold to say that it is not entirely 

ithout compensation. Wealth hides 
he greater personal needs of man- 
kind. Like the prodigal son, he could 
not wait for the goods and the wealth 
that was held in trust for him by his 
godly father, but requested that which 
was his and took it with him as he 
launched out into strange land, 
among strange people. However, the 
time came “when he had spent all he 
had” (Luke 15:14) and he began to 
think. He thought about the plenty 
and to spare at Father’s house. He 
thought of how even the hired serv- 
ants were better off than he was. But 
up until this time, he was overcome by 
this dangerous enemy of wealth, and 
failed to see the need for the deeper 
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and more important things. Today, 
the American people, especially, are 
overtaken with the same enemy. Liv- 
ing in a land of plenty, with plenty 
of money in the purse and in the 
bank, the need of every American is 
hidden from them by this barrier that 
stands between them and their God. 
Look what Paul writes to the Co- 
rinthian church: “Ye see your calling, 
‘brethren, how that not many wise 
men after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called: But God 
hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God 
hath chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things that are 
mighty.” Wealth blinds men to the 
cross of Christ. Wealth brings self- 
satisfaction. The wrong kind of con- 
tentedness, like Moses in the backside 
of the desert, where he ran to hide 
from his duties toward his country- 
men; he was “content to dwell with 
man.” 

COMPENSATION IN BEING POOR 

An empty purse and pocketbook, 
financial difficulties, and fear of be- 
coming poverty-stricken causes many 
people to do as the prodigal son when 
“he came to himself.” This prodigal 
had no thought of using his money 
for the kingdom of God. He thought 
only of self and the temporal things 
of life. He spent his money in riotous 
living and, finally, when he had spent 
all he had, he came to himself. Many 
times, professed Christian people have 
plenty of money, but fail to see the 
need of spreading the gospel. You 
may not be able to preach, but you 
may be able to pay someone enough 
to permit him to preach, or you may 
be able to do your part on ‘a new 
church house where men and women 
can find Jesus and where saints may 
assemble in praise and worship. Yes, 
the need is far more than money. If 
you and I are real converts to Christ, 
our money is His also. 


THE NEED OF OTHERS 

This is one of the most neglected 
Christian characteristics today. The 
world is blinded to the needs of their 
fellow men, and professed Christians 
seem nearly as blind. The need of 
others is more than money. If we look 
past the present day, into the past, we 
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can vision Paul as he wrote to the 
Philippians, “Look not every man on 
his own things, but every man on the 
things of others.” Phil. 2:4. The scrip- 
ture is plain here and Christian 
brethren should remember that we 
are blood relation to each other in 
Christ. We should, therefore, sympa- 
thize one with another and assist 
each other. Paul told the Romans, 
“Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep,” 
Rom. 12:15. 

It is extremely dangerous to offend 
a child of God. “But WHOSO shall 
offend one of these little ones which 
believe in me, it were better for him 
that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depth of the sea.” Correct use 
of money is helpful to the needy, but 
the need and the heart that is ready 
to relieve the sufferings of others and 
share their problems is valued more 
than money. 

HUMILITY 

If it were necessary, I believe God 
would drop into your midst and per- 
mit you to lose money and become 
poor, just to bring you to earth, if you 
do not choose to use all you have for 
the glory of God. “For if a man think 
himself to be something, when he is 
nothing, he deceiveth himself.” When 
we get to the place that we realize as 
individuals, “I am nothing,” then God 
can begin to use us, because God has 
said that “no flesh would glory in his 
sight.” Many times Christians may try 
to take glory for things they have 
done, and God lets them fall back to 
humble them and make them realize 
they are still dependent on the Fath- 
er’s house. 

THE CHURCH OF GOD 

The great need of the hour in the 
Church of God is men and women to 
consecrate their all and, amid fat 
pocketbooks and bank accounts, real- 
ize the need of their souls. Are we still 
having the same good old prayer 
meeting we had in depression days, 
when the latter rain began? Are we 
still having the same soul-rtirring re- 
vivals? the same blessings? the same 
healings? Do the signs still follow? Is 
the church still on fire as it was then? 
O friends, brethren, sisters in Christ, 
these things are more than money. 
Let us put our pocketbooks under the 
altar and live above it. God first, and 
the money His also! Yes, the same 
thing Peter gave the crippled man is 
ours for the asking. The same power 
Peter had is ours, if we will follow

The Bible 


The world has had many “best sell- 
ers” because it is sick and is looking 
everywhere for a remedy. The demand, 
according to Dr. Eric N. North, a gen- 
eral secretary of the American Bible 
Society, for Bibles will be twice that 
of the prewar period. The worth of 
the Bible is best proven by the fact 
that a world in sorrow and distress 
turns to it when all else fails. It is the 
only Book of Life. The demand for 
Bibles and Testaments in Germany is 
expected to reach 6 to 7 million. Bri- 
tain, American, and Scandinavian 
areas will call for 6 to 10 million.

Something for Nothing?

I was recently in a situation where 
a Christian organization sponsored a 
“cake walk” to raise money for a 
charitable purpose. I was interested to 
learn that a cake walk is a procedure 
calling for a number of people to con- 
tribute a dime or so each, who then 
walk around a series of numbers writ- 
ten on the floor until the music stops. 
A number is drawn from a hat and 
the cake is given to the person who 
has stopped on the corresponding 
number on the floor. Well, I contrib- 
uted to the charity, but I didn’t take 
part in the cake walk, because I don’t 
want to yield to any form of the 
temptation to get something for noth- 
ing. 

Of course, church people have long 
winked at raffles, cake walks, and 
Similar devices because, they say, ev- 
erybody knows that it is fair chance 
and that the money is to be used for 
a worthy purpose. But in that connec- 
tion, let it suffice to say, as did Paul, 
God forbid that we should have to use 
an unholy means to accomplish a holy 
end. Where necessary at all, make an 
auction out of it, or use any harmless 
device you can think of, but shun the 
gambling element with great dili- 
gence. 


“Gambling” is generally thought of 
laying bets around a card table, or 
uying a racing ticket; but the prin- 
ciple behind it, the thing that makes 
people gamble, which is the desire to 
get something for nothing. is exceed- 
ingly widespread and sometimes dif- 
ficult to recognize. Since the willing- 
ness to pay for what we receive is one 
of the absolutely basic standards of 
Christian character, and since any 
attempt to get something for nothing 
brings weakness of character ana 
leads to further temptation, we will 
do well to understand the principle 
and recognize it. So, a few examples: 
Stealing will obviously be the eas- 
iest place to recognize the idea. 
But what about lying? The same. 
A person wants to gain some advan-

tage without paying the full price for 
it, for example, trying to “lie one’s 
way out” of trouble. He knows that he 
will have to pay some penalty to be- 
come free of his difficulty, but he 
wants that freedom without the pen- 
alty. Or, to turn your attention to a 
Biblical example for a moment, we can 
see that the classic case of Ananias 
and Sapphira’s lying was simply an- 
other manifestation of wanting to get 
something for nothing: they wanted 
the praise of the church for a gen- 
erous deed though they were not gen- 
erous. 

In most drunkenness, I see the same 
principle, especially that drinking 
done to “forget one’s troubles.” Trou- 
ble wouldn’t be trouble if it could be 
simply pushed aside and forgotten. A 
very great deal of trouble can be 
avoided just by living a godly Chris- 
tian life, other times it is to be over- 
come by hard work, courage, and per- 
severance, and it may be assuaged by 
the grace of God. But drinking, too, 
gives freedom from trouble and worry 
—temporarily, of course, but those 
who drink aren’t that far-sighted. 
The alcohol first attacks the higher 
reasoning centers of the brain, mak- 
ing it generally impossible for a per- 
son to think deeply and hence to 
worry. Usually at one stage it gives a 
sense of mellowness and well-being 
and of feeling at ease with the world. 
Those last are precisely the feelings 
that the Christian is entitled to the 
greatest part of the time, but the 
drinker wants to take a short-cut to 
it, he wants to get it an easy way. 


Petting and necking, promiscuity, 
and sex crimes have that element in 
common. All of the wisest counsellors 
say that the fullness of joy one is en- 
titled to expect in married love is to 
be obtained only by early continence, 
by respect and moderation, and by a 
never-ceasing effort at living together 
harmoniously; but the price is “too 
high” for these mentioned. The young 
person in self abuse and the criminal 
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rapist have in common that they are 
trying to get pleasure free. Allow me 
to bring that point from the level os 
generalization to specific application. 
While working in a coffee shop in San 
Francisco a few years ago, I happened 
to be talking one time with a young 
man who had worked for three years 
as usher in one of the large down- 
down theatres. I wrote down some of 
his statements, as follows: 

“The average age of people attend- 
ing the movies is between 18 and 21, 
and you couldn’t reach into those 
audiences and pick out a handful of 
girls who wouldn’t sell themselves to 
pleasure and lust. On one occasion, 
authorities entered a sampling of 
rooms in the C—— High School with- 
out warning and confiscated the 
purses of twenty-five girls at random 
to make an inspection of the contents. 
Nineteen of the purses contained con- 
traceptive devices.” 

Now I am not suggesting that that 
percentage is typical of all high 
schools today, for that is a large 
school almost in the heart of a metro- 
politan city. My point is that the 
young person who has made it his 
careful habit never to take anything 
he does not earn, and always to accept 
punishment he deserves, will not be 
among that shockingly large number 
who think that such pleasures come 
cheaply. 

As a final example, consider the 
nature of pride, which was far more 
abominable to God than some of the 
fleshly misdeeds that we today are 
prone to dwell on. The very same 
principle appears: people want to be 
thought of more highly than they 
deserve to be thought of. They want a 
$3,000-a-year reputation when they 
deserve only a $1,200-a-year reputa- 
tion, so they buy a Buick. They 
try to give the impression that 
they are very spiritual by a strong 
testimony or by shouting in church, 
which they know does not fit their 
actual spiritual condition; trying to 
get some praise or recognition for 
nothing. 

In the same way I could go on to 
show the application of the principle 
to instances of murder, to jealousy, to 
much court litigation, to strikes and 
varieties of social injustices, and 
others, as well as to the more evident 
wrongs such as cheating in school, 
embezzlement of money, and robbery. 
But instead I invite you to think 
about those and other evils yourself.

Text: 1 Cor. 2:1. 


Never in the history of the world has 
the demand been greater for Christian 
leadership—leaders with clear visions; 
leaders that are willing to push ahead 
against great odds to victory. Many 
times the hardships of leadership are 
great, but the true leader will bring 
his courage into action and keep push- 
ing forward. 


There have been some that were in- 
terested in building up a large follow- 
ing for personal reasons, and some 
have been misled that followed such 
leaders. However, the apostle Paul 
stated, “Follow me, AS I FOLLOW 
CHRIST.” Following the man that is 
following the Christ has proven safe 
through the ages. The soul-stirring ex- 
ample of St. Paul is worthy of our pro- 
found consideration and practice, even 
in this modern age. 


I AM READY 


Rom. 1: 14-16. The apostle Paul pro- 
claimed to the Romans that he was 
ready; ready not to persecute, not to 
destroy the Christian, but ready to 
preach the gospel to them. This was 
not an exaggerated assertion. St. Paul 
had been qualified and prepared to 
preach since he met Jesus on the road 
to Damascus. No person is fully pre- 
pared to tell others of Jesus until he 
first has a personal acquaintance with 
Him. Paul met Jesus and surrendered 
his life completely to God by blending 
his stubborn will into the great re- 
demptive plan designed to lift up 
fallen humanity. While prostrate 
under the brilliant heavenly light, 
Saul forsook all, and cried, “Lord, what 
wilt thou have me do?” He was ad- 
vised to visit Straight Street. It is ad- 
visible to all who begin in the Chris- 
tian race, to begin on Straight Street; 
begin by praying, seeking, surrendering 
and dedicating themselves to God. The 
reason some people wake up and find 
themselves lost in a dead-end street 
is because of not being willing to pay 
the price of surrendering self and self- 
ish plans to get on Straight Street. 
This wonderful Straight Street leads 
out into the Highway of Holiness, on 
which the redeemed of the Lord 
march home. 


This champion of righteousness 
stated that he had forsaken all, that 
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he might win Christ. If we desire to 
see a greater manifestation of the pow- 
er of God, it will necessitate forsak- 
ing the things of the world, and pre- 
senting ourselves to God; casting our- 
selves at His feet for mercy and power. 
No lukewarm, half-backslidden Chris- 
tian can expect to enjoy the greater 
blessing of God. Some are interested 
in purely personal gain, and they are 
ready for the acquisition of material 
possessions; but Paul had made holy 
preparation and he was ready to 
preach; preaching not a book report 
on birds, or ancient history; no, he 
was ready to preach the gospel by the 
power of the Holy Ghost sent down 
from God out of heaven. 


I AM A DEBTOR 


Not only was St. Paul ready to 
preach the gospel; he felt it was his 
personal responsibility to do so. If a 
minister does not feel his personal ob- 
ligation to preach, he fails to have the 
true spirit of a representative of 
Jesus Christ. In all probability, the 
reason some have ceased to preach, 
and are now engaged in something 
else other than preaching, is because 
they do not feel themselves under ob- 
ligation to God nor lost and dying hu- 
manity. Preaching is not necessarily a 
financial liability, but it is most cer- 
tainly a divine obligation. 


Paul saw men and women that were 
bound by the chains of sin, he beheld 
their pathetic condition. But blessed 
be God, he knew of a fountain that 
had been opened for sin and unclean- 
ness. He also knew that the solution 
in this fountain was so strong that it 
would dissolve the fetters of sin and 
set captive men and women free by 
the power of God. I praise the eternal 
God that the element of time has not 
weakened the solution of this fountain 
that was opened in the house of David. 
Souls tortured by sin can still plunge 
in and lose al) their guilty stains. Yes, 
Paul knew that it was real. “I am a 
debtor,” he said. No law in the land 
could force him to pay this debt, but 
he felt that he must carry the message 
to the rich, the poor, the wise and the 
unwise. To all people everywhere, I 
must tell that Jesus can save them 
from eternal damnation. This mes- 
sage must be carried even at the ex- 





pense of personal suffering. It is a vi- 
tal message for suffering and perish- 
ing humanity. However, only those 
that feel themselves debtors will dis- 
charge to the fullest measure this 
tremendous responsibility. 


I AM NOT ASHAMED 


Paul was not reluctant through an- 
ticipation of shame to preach the gos- 
pel. God help us and give us more men 
and women with strong backbones and 
spiritual fortitude, that are not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: “For 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth.” These 
are days when weaklings must be 
strong; strong men must go forward 
in the name of the Lord. 


Maybe, in shame and humiliation 
the beloved apostle Paul was thrown 
into prison for preaching the un- 
searchable riches of Christ, but that 
didn’t stop his preaching. Such men 
cannot be stopped! Throw them into 
jail and they pray down earthquakes. 
Stone them and they are caught away 
by the Spirit and s*own the beauties 
and splendo:s of heavea. Threaten 
them with acath and they express 
their willingness to die and be with 
Christ “which is far better.” Uncon- 
querable, invincible, courageous heroes 
of the Cross! 


St. Paul was ready to preach to the 
“down-and-outs” and to the “up-and- 
outs.” He preached to prisoners; he 
preached to kings and celebrities of 
his day. The same message, the same 
gospel to all classes—Christ Jesus 
came into this world to seek and save 
the sons and daughters of Adam. 


The greatest need of the hour is the 
unadulterated, inspired Word of God 
preached by consecrated soldiers of 
the cross. People are not “preached to 
death.” People need to hear the gospel 
Some people sit around, warm bench 
es, eat good gospel food, ao no 
work; consequently, they become af- 
flicted by spiritual indigestion, and 
many times in this group are found 
faultfinders and grumblers. An active 
person demands food. Activity is con- 
ducive to a healthy spiritual life. 
Furthermore, the gospel contains suf- 
ficient power to transform a wretched, 
miserable sinner into a blood-bought, 
blood-cleansed, victorious child of the 
King. God grant that our eyes may be 
opened, our souls be stirred, our spirits 
quickened by the Holy Ghost to follow 
the example of the apostle Paul, and 
we will also bring forth fruit unto per- 
fection.

Superintendent—On Sunday 
Mornin 

1. HAVE EVERYTHING IN READI- 

NESS 

To have everything in readiness in 
the true sense of the meaning would 
include well-lighted rooms, heated (or 
cooled), ventilated, clean, with chairs 
or pews in place. Of course, the jani- 
tor would be greatly re- 
sponsible for this. How- 
ever, the  superintend- 
ent would be more direct- 
ly responsible for the or- 
dering and distribution of 
Sunday School literature, 
equipment, and_ records 
which are essential to the 
carrying on of a success- 
ful session of teaching es» 
and worship. This work 
can be done before the 
students arrive on Sun- 
day morning, or else dur- 
ing the weekdays. The 
kind patience of a school 
will not last many Sun- 
days if the superintendent 
is habitually late and 
then upon arrival spends 
an extra fifteen minutes 
searching out mixed and P 
mingled literature before 
he can start the service. 
2. BE ON TIME 

I have visited Sunday 
Schools where superin- 
tendents and _ teachers 
came dragging in late, as 
though they were “half 
dead” and the other 
“half” dying. They seemed 
to have a bad habit and 
that was “Always-forever- 
LATE” on Sunday morn- 
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Sunday morning he will be there ahead 
of others, to greet them. He will have 
the sign out—“COME, FOR ALL 
THINGS ARE NOW READY,” Luke 
14:17. 
3. SPEAK UP BEFORE THE SCHOOL 
We mean by “speak up” to open the 
mouth and speak distinctly; get rid 
of the lazy-tongue habit. It is a known 
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ing. This will wear out 
the nerves of people who 
are prompt. The superintendent and 
teachers are the examples of the en- 
tire school. Therefore, they should 
never be late unless providentially 
hindered. Those who travel like a tor- 
toise and laze around on the job, with 
no pep or enthusiasm, will soon see 
the people GOING instead of COM- 
ING. A good superintendent will be 
“up and going,” “wide awake,” and 
“enthusiastic” about his work, and on 
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fact that some speakers do not speak 
loudly and clearly enough to be under- 
stood, and people have to, more or 
less, guess at what they say. If neces- 
sary, write out your entire program, 
and practice it. Also, there are those 
who do not know the correct pronun- 
ciation of words in the responsive 
reading and to get by before the school 
they speech-stumble and _ sputter 
around and mumble out something 








which “sounds-sorta-like-it,” and go 
on; when a few minutes spent search- 
ing the dictionary or inquiring of the 
pastor or others who might help, 
would save all this embarrassment. 
As the superintendent takes charge 
of the worship program before and 
sometimes after the school session, 
this is his opportunity to boost and 
inspirit the school to 
greater ACTION. If he will 
take advantage of his 
time (but not take up half 
of the preaching period), 
he can encourage the 
e teachers and classes in 
regular visitation of ab- 
sentees, and call for re- 
ports on same; he can 
recognize good work done 
e by classes, teachers, or in- 
dividuals; he can encour- 
age regularity and punc- 
tuality of students by pro- 
motions, certificates, di- 
plomas, etc. Give honor to 
whom honor is due. Also, 
there are the visitors and 
new students to recognize 
and introduce before the 
| entire school. A real spirit 
4 of “enthusiasm” and 
@ “WELCOME” should dom- 
inate these sessions. If 
necessary, write out your 
announcements so time 
will not be lost or wasted. 
4. REPLACE TEACHERS 
WITHOUT DELAY 
Teachers will sometimes 
be absent without provid- 





ing someone to take their 
place, and thus it becomes 
the duty of the superin- 
tendent to select a substi- 
tute teacher. Some classes, 
even small children’s 
classes, have been known to sit for 
fifteen minutes, or even half of the 
class period, without anyone to direct 
them. This will certainly ruin the su- 
perintendent, hurt the school, and 
cause confusion in the classroom. If 
the superintendent or his associates 
can detect the vacancy and fill it even 
before the class assembles, it is better. 
A suggestion to head off this situation

THE SPRINGBOARD 

We must now leave the familiar 
path of the Bible record and, as step- 
ping from stone to stone across a 
brook, find the never-broken path of 
the Holy Ghost across the past twenty 
centuries. Does the Spirit still abide? 
Has He subsided during the decades 
upon decades since the Day of Pente- 
cost? Let the Word of God be our 
springboard into this discussion. 

The bar of bigotry that excluded 
the Gentile nations from the blessings 
of God was torn away as the Spirit of 
God spoke the words of our text 
through the anointed lips of Peter. 
Neither those baptized with the Holy 
Ghost nor those beholding in amaze- 
ment could ever claim that the bless- 
ing was solely for them, or for their 
generation. The Jews could not jeal- 
ously confine Him to their environs. 
This baptism was for the entire earth, 
for all time. A nucleus of power had 
been placed in the earth that would 
soon germinate to circumvent the 
whole world. 

The text clearly states that the Holy 
Ghost baptism (with its manifesta- 
tions and fruits) was to continue be- 
yond the generation in which it was 
given. And to your children indicated 
children not yet born as well as those 
already born. Its reference was to 
more than the immediate successors 
of the living, it referred to the posterity 
of the world. And to all that are afar 
off made it clear that any person with 
a pure heart, notwithstanding his 
Gentile lineage, could receive the Spir- 
it in the same measure as the Jew. Be- 
ing of Abrahamic stock would hence- 
forth give no antecedence to the bless- 
ings of God. The patrician and the 
plebeian of Rome, the barbarian of 
Brittania, the future  polygenetic 
American could receive the Spirit as 
well as the Jew and the Hellene, 

John 14:16, “And I will pray the 
Father, and He shall give you another 
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Comforter, that He may abide with 
you forever.” Forever does not mean 
a decade, or a generation, or a century, 
or even a millennium—it means for ail 
time. No person of reason can doubt 
this. Forever is the period in which the 
Holy Ghost will fill and bless human 
hearts—and there is no end to forever. 

Before the cessation of the Bible 
record, many nations had received the 
promise. Philip, Peter and John had 
carried the message into Samaria— 
and had seen them receive the same 
blessing they possessed. (See last 
week’s article.) Peter had witnessed a 
Gentile named Cornelius receiving the 
Baptism of the Spirit. (See last week’s 
article.) Paul has established the fact 
that the Corinthians had the same 
Spirit and manifestation. In the 14th 
chapter of 1 Cor. he condemns puer- 
ility and fanaticism concerning dem- 
onstrations, but highly subscribes to 
the Baptism of the Holy Spirit with 
all its manifestations. Then he under- 
lines his assertions with a testimony 
that he himself spoke with tongues 
more than any of the Corinthians. His 
testimony was not an admission, but 
it was an open praise to God that he 
had the blessing. 

EPHESUS 

When Paul entered the Asian city 
Ephesus (Acts 19) his chief concern 
for the disciples there was whether or 
not they had received the Holy Ghost 
since being saved. He forthright asked 
them, “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” Perhaps 
they had not attended the Passover in 
Jerusalem the year of the crucifixion, 





for they had not even heard of the 
Holy Ghost baptism. Paul explained 
the gift to them, laid hands on them, 
and they received the Spirit — and 
spoke with tongues! Like the torch in 
a relay race, the gospel of Christ, with 
its attendant Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, was reaching from nation to 
nation. The nations were different; 
the habitudes were different; the 
preachers were different; the occa- 
sions were different; the circumstances 
were different; but the blessing was 
the same! Men everywhere were hav- 
ing the same experience—they were 
accepting the salvation of Christ and 
the Baptism of the Spirit, Jewish dis- 
ciples, Samaritan disciples, the Gentile 
house of Cornelius, the disciples in 
Ephesus, regardless of other differ- 
ences, were receiving the same Christ, 
the same Spirit, the same manifesta- 
tions—they were all speaking with 
tongues. The whole world was becom- 
ing ablaze. 
ROME 

For the first three centuries after 
the death of Christ, speaking with 
tongues was a regular occurrence in 
the Christian services. Hidden in the 
catacombs on the outskirts of Rome 
were many harried believers in Christ. 
In the comparative safety and seclu- 
sion of these tomb-caves, the Chris- 
tians resided and worshiped God. Will 
Durant, in his Caesar and Christ 
(Simon & Schuster), gives us a notable 


account of the worship of these early ° 


Christians: 

“On that dies Domini, or Lord’s Day, 
the Christians assembled for their 
weekly ritual. Their clergy read from 
the Scriptures, and preached sermons 
of doctrinal instruction, moral exhor- 
tation, and sectarian controversy. In 
the early days, members of the congre- 
gation...were allowed to ‘prophesy’— 
i.e., ‘speak forth,’ in trance or ecstasy 
words to which meaning could be giv 
en only by pious interpretation.” 

How little today’s services differ 
from those of the Romans. We have 
the same type of sermons, and we still 
speak with tongues. Jesus IS the same 
yesterday, today, and forever. 

POST-APOSTOLIC TONGUES 

Sources are not plentiful from which 
we can call a great deal concerning 
tongues in the post-apostolic church. 
However, we have enough evidence to 
know of a surety that the gift has 
never completely faded from the 
church. The Bible alludes much to an 
“early rain” and a “latter rain” (Joel 
2:23; Zech. 10:1; James 5:7; etc.) of 
the Holy Ghost. The “early rain” was 
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the apostolic outpouring and the “lat- 
ter rain” is the modern outpouring— 
thus there must necessarily be a lull 
between the two “rains.” Notwith- 
Stauding this prophecy, and the con- 
tention of some that tongues ceased 
long ago, there have been many times 
through the ages that wholly conse- 
crated men and women have been 
used by the Holy Spirit to speak with 
tongues. Montanus (c. 156 A. D.) is re- 
corded in history as having been 
seized by the Holy Ghost and trans- 
lated into a state of rapture and ec- 
stasy. 

George B. Cutten in Speaking With 
Tongues Historically and Psychologi- 
cally Considered (Yale University 
Press) states that “...in the Middle 
Ages the saints are said to have re- 
ceived the gift and used it for speak- 
ing with people of other tongues in 
their missionary labor. It is rather 
surprising, however, that in this age 
of wonders it appeared so infrequently. 

To us, this is not the least bit sur- 
prising. The fact that the Holy Ghost 
was not given then in a great measure 
is a hearty amen to the prophecy of 
the “latter rain,” and to the fact that 
tongues are a God-given manifesta- 
tion and not psychological emotional- 
ism. 

THE SAINTS 

St. Pachomius (292-348 A. D.) had 
never studied Latin or Greek, yet 
power to speak these languages was 
given him in times of ecstasy or ne- 
cessity. St. Hildegard and St. Vincent 
Ferrier are recorded as having pos- 
sessed the gift of tongues. History tells 
us that St. Frances Xavier was divine- 
ly endowed with the language of the 
Indians. 

TONGUES IN REVIVALS 

Again we quote from Mr. Cutten’s 
book on tongues: “The history of the 
Christian Church contains accounts of 

any other manifestations of 
speaking with tongues. It was found 
among the Jansenists in France in 
2 

From the Encyclopaedia Britannica, 
Vol. 22, pp. 282-3: “The same morbid 
and abnormal trance utterances re- 
cur in Christian revivals in every age, 
e. g., among the mendicant friars of 
the 13th century, among the Jansen- 
ists. the early Quakers, the converts of 
Wesley and Whitefield, the persecuted 
Protestants of Cevennes, the Irving- 
ists, the early Quakers, the converts of 
America.” 

Unbelievers in tongues and spiritual 
demonstration may find it embarrass- 
ing to note that the propelling force 
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that gave their church its start was 
practically the same as the glorious 
experiences we enjoy today. (May we 
retain them until the return of 
Christ!) There is a very remarkable 
account of a typical Wesleyan revival 
in the book Wesley by James Laver (D. 
Appleton & Co.): 

“For almost at the very beginning 
of his ministry the strangest things 
happened among his congregations. 
Men and women fell down on the 
ground before him, some insensible, 
some wailing and crying. The awaken- 
ing of their consciences, their pro- 
found sense of guilt, were translated 
into physical symptoms, and nothing 
could restore them until they were 
convinced of salvation. The Journal 
for a time is full of instances. ‘At 
Weavers Hall a young man was sud- 
denly seized with a violent trembling 
all over, and in a few minutes sunk 
to the ground. But we ceased not call- 
ing on God, till He raised him FULL 
OF PEACE AND JOY IN THE HOLY 
GHOST. 

“We understood that many were 
offended at the cries of those on whom 
the power of God came; and among 
them was a physician, who was much 
afraid there might be fraud or im- 
posture in the case. Today one whom 
he had known many years ... broke 
into “strong cries and _ tears.” He 
could hardly believe his own eyes and 
ears. He went and stood close to her, 
and observed every symptom, till great 
drops of sweat ran down her face, and 
all her bones shook. He then knew 
not what to think, being clearly con- 
vinced it was not a fraud, nor yet any 
natural disorder. But when her soul 
and body were healed in a moment, 
he acknowledged the finger of God.’” 

Mr. Laver asserts in other passages 
in his biography that Wesley firmly 
believed in the supernaturalness of all 
these phenomena, and that there were 
many other such revivals and inci- 
dents. That tongues and other dem- 
onstrations played a conspicuous part 
in the Methodist revival is irrefutable 
history. It is affirmed by every au- 
thority consulted. 

Tongues have been manifested in 
many other church groups. All truly 
evangelistic churches have seen oc- 
casions of the manifestation. Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica, Vol. 19, p. 240, tells 
of various physical demonstrations in 
American revivals of different church 
groups. Revivalism in America (Scrib- 
ner’s) by William Warren Sweet—who 
is also author of the Britannica article 
—is replete with accounts of the most 


extreme manifestations, often among 
those who now deride these same 
blessings as “indignities.” Honest 
churchmen admit that spiritual dem- 
onstration has been a large factor in 
all evangelistic churches, and that in 
losing it their churches have suffered 
great loss. 
“MOTHER” ANN LEE 

Historians have preserved for us 
the glorious manifestations of the 
Holy Ghost in “Mother” Ann Lee, 
founder of the Shakers. She was ar- 
rested in England before coming to 
America, for speaking in tongues: the 
charge was “blasphemy.” She was ar- 
raigned before four ministers of the 
Church of England, all very proficient 
linguists, who were to examine her 
“speaking with tongues.” According to 
the MINISTERS’ report this hap- 
pened: During their interview, 
she discoursed IN 72 DIFFERENT 
LANGUAGES—she spoke more fluent- 
ly in some of the languages than any 
of the ministers had ever heard be- 
fore! Hallelujah! 

THE LATTER RAIN 

The sporadic outpourings increased 
their staccato-like frequency until to- 
day we are in the midst of the world- 
wide “latter rain.” Quoting again from 
Mr. Cutten’s book: 

“In most cases, the appearance of 
speaking with tongues has been con- 
nected with revival experiences ... At 
the beginning of this century, there 
was a religious revival which nearly 
encircled the globe. It began in 1901 
in Australia, was reported in England, 
where similar experiences were sought, 
and in mission circles in India a de- 
termined effort was made to dupli- 
cate the Australian revival. In 1904 
came the Welsh revival ... And some 
impressive examples of speaking with 
tongues was reported in the last- 
named century... 

“In America, as well as in other 
countries, these phenomena occurred 
in their most extreme forms.. .Influ- 
enced by this world-wide revival, the 
Apostolic Faith Movement began in 
1910 and spread widely over the 
United States, being prominent in Los 
Angeles in California, where it is said 
by some that it began...” 

We are definitely in the “latter rain” 
of the Holy Ghost. The blessings we 
receive are identical in nature with 
those given to the apostles. One must 
smile when reading the work of some 
so-called scoffer who grudgingly ad- 
mits that the Pentecostal faith is here 
to stay.

It has been sometime since we have 
written to you through the Evangel, 
but we feel that the readers of the 
Evangel will be interested to know of 
the great progress that we are mak- 
ing. Last year we gained about $77,000 
worth of property. This year, we have 
built thirteen new churches and two 
parsonages, and as soon as it is possi- 
ble we are planning four more. The 
property that we have gained already 
amounts to approximately $75,000. In 
two short years, nearly $150,000 worth 
of good Church of God property! In 
1940, our mission offering amounted 
to $800. In 1945, it had grown until it 
amounted to $10,000. Last year, our 
mission money for the _ district 
amounted to $5,000, nearly $2,500 over 
the year before.

ATTESTATIONS 

The historicity of tongues should be 
established in every mind. If speakers- 
with-tongues are in error, then almost 
every church in existence is guilty of 
error—for at some time they have 
been partakers of these demonstra- 
tions. That tongues have been in the 
church since the Day of Pentecost, and 
that today the gift is more wide- 
spread and prominent than at any 
previous era is acknowledged by his- 
torians and theologians alike. Let us 
examine today’s use of tongues and 
see if it is genuine—that seems to be 
the only issue. 

That scores of millions of people 
throughout the entire earth, who 
claim the wonderful experience, 
should be classed as emotional irre- 
sponsibles is nothing less than gross 
folly, if not, indeed, irresponsibility it- 
self. That those who claim the gift are 
dishonest is an accusation that will 
backfire into the ancestry of almost 
all modern churches—at some time 
they, too, have claimed the gift. Let us 
hear the testimonies of reputable men. 

The beloved J. R. Moseley, in his 
book Manifest Victory (Harper & 
Brothers), says: 

“Pentecost, or the Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, is an actual experience... 
It institutes a ministry of those who 
have begun to inherit its tremendous 
possibilities and who cannot rest un- 
til they have been realized in the 
whole of life. . . Furthermore, those 
who have this gift are unable to con- 
tain themselves for the very reason 
that the gift of the Holy Spirit can 
never be kept to oneself alone. The 
gift is of all things the most alive, but 
like all living things, to remain alive 
it must be circulated, passed on to 
others and shared, and above all can- 
not be made the basis of any monop- 
olistic claim to spiritual superiority. . .” 

In Mr. Moseley’s book is an account 
of the Baptism of the Holy Ghost of 
Miss Carro Davis. This is her testi- 
mony: 

“A short time after this the Lord 
put such a hunger and thirst in my 
soul that I prayed night and day for 
the Holy Spirit to come and take up 
His abode within, no matter what the 
result should be. If you ask for bread, 
He will not give you a stone. After 
praying for weeks, and having become 
ashamed of ever having been 
ashamed, the Holy Spirit came in to 
abide forever, according to Acts 2:4; 
speaking through me in four lan- 
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guages, Persian, Chinese, Scandinav- 
ian, and Russian, which were under- 
stood by the foreigners present.” 

On page 704 of Peloubet’s Bible Dic- 
tionary (John C. Winston Co.) there 
is a very good account of the use of 
tongues in India: 

“Mr. William T. Ellis, a newspaper- 
man from Philadelphia, wrote regard- 
ing a visit to Kedgaon, India, ... I 
have stumbled upon an extraordinary 
religious manifestation. I shall 
simply narrate, soberly and con- 
secutively, what I have seen and heard 
concerning this “baptism with fire,” 
and pouring out of “the gift of 
tongues,” whereby ignorant Hindu 
girls speak in Sanskrit, Hebrew, Greek, 
English and other languages as yet 
unidentified ...” 

UNTO YOU 

Without nearly exhausting the ref- 
erences and testimonies at our finger- 
tips concerning the Holy Ghost and 
His attending manifestations, we con- 
clude this compendium, Tongues are 
definitely established as a part of our 
past and present (and future) reli- 
gious system. Approach the subject 
with an unprejudiced mind from 
whatever branch of knowledge you 
will, and you will conclude that 
tongues are both sincere and real. We 
who have received the blessing, whose 
vocal organs have been thus con- 
trolled, agree that the experience is 
most blessed. 

Every destructive attack against the 
Spirit and His ecstatic blessings to 
men has been abortive—therefore the 
enemy will continually make new 
means and arguments his resort, until 
Jesus shall return in His glory. None 
of your skill can refute the honesty 
and truth of the Holy Spirit. The wa- 
ters of doubt cannot quench His fire. 
Don’t seek a way of escape from the 
TRUTH! Yield now to His sweet pres- 
ence. Let Him fill you today. The 
promise is unto YOU.

See if you do not agree with me that 
the desire to get something for noth- 
ing is present in more types of evil 
than any other single motive, and is 
therefore to be shunned, even in its 
more innocent-looking forms, as En- 
emy Number One. 

Little sins lead to bigger sins, and 
the idea that one can get any worth- 
while earthly value free is always de- 
ceptive. It costs too much.

is to have the teachers come forward 
and stand before the school just be- 
fore retiring to the classrooms or their 
different places. If the school reads 
the responsive reading, let the teach- 
ers lead the school, while the super- 
intendent reads the part assigned to 
him. Thus, he will be able to tell if 
any teacher is absent, and can fill 
the vacancy by calling for a substitute 
to come forward, even before the 
classes march to their respective 
places or rooms. 
5. THE CHILDREN AT WORSHIP 

“Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God,” Mark 
10:14. In some schools, the children 
are woefully neglected in the worship 
program. They are not permitted to 
sing, pray, or take part. A child loves 
to- worship, but their childish mind 
is not developed to worship like adults, 
and for that reason they should be 
given a special part in the worship 
program. The superintendent who by- 
passes the children should read Mark 
10:14 over and over again until it be- 
comes part of him on Sunday morn- 
ing. 
6. THE “RIGHT SPIRIT” ALWAYS 

In Psalm 51:10, David says, “Create 


in me a clean heart, O God; and re- . 


new a RIGHT SPIRIT within me.” 
Around most schools are the “Mr. 
Grouches” and the “Upper-most-seat- 
seekers” who make embarrassing situ- 
ations, but the superintendent will 
have to keep himself in the “right 
spirit,” ignore these “little fellows” and 
end them. John said, “Diotrephes, who 
loveth to have the pre-eminence.” Mr. 
Superintendent, the Diotrephes of 
your school will, sometimes, think 
that Sunday morning is a good time 
to “show.” Remember, your calling is 
to bless the multitudes, and to pro 
mote the “right spirit” among the 
school and church. 
7. SEE THAT CLASSES ARE OR- 

GANIZED 

As an attendance builder, if room 
permits, new classes should be organ- 
ized from time to time to take care of 
overcrowded conditions, and to add 
new life and influence to the staff of 
workers. The more workers the school 
has, the greater influence it will have 
in reaching new and more people. 

Each class should have an enroll- 
ment with complete records of each 
student. The teachers and superin- 
tendent should acquaint themselves 
with the names so as to be able to call

each little child by its first name, 
when met on the street during week- 
days.

ALL THE WAY with Christ. This 
power cannot be bought with money, 
for it is “more than money”; it is be- 
yond price. Why not all of us profit 
from this lesson? Keep our hearts on 
Jesus. 

If we are citizens of the New Jeru- 
salem, let us think of the wealth Jesus 
promised when He said, “I go to pre- 
pare a place for you, that where I am 
there ye may be also.” Money cannot 
compare with this promise, and it is 
sure to the genuine Christian people. 
Let us, therefore, keep our hearts and 
minds on the things of God. No won- 
der Paul told the Hebrew church 
assembly, “But ye are come unto 
Mount Sion, and unto the city of the 
living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to an innumerable company of 
angels, to the general assembly of the 
first born, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men made 
perfect.” Praise God, Paul didn’t stop 
with that but wrote, “And Jesus the 
mediator of the new covenant.” Heb. 

2:22-24. The church had assembled

@: Paul wished this letter read to 


the churches then assembled in their 
General Assembly of the Church of 
the Hebrews, and Paul, too, was talk- 
ing about things that were more than 
money. The Mediator of all these 
“better things than Abel’s sacrifice” is 
more than money. Sad to say, the 
world has not been able to see these 
things; but, oh, the sadness of it all 
when Christians fail to place these 
things ahead of their money. Oh, that 
soul that crosses over the threshold 
called “death,” and utters their cries 
of remorse in hell! Can you feel you 
have done your part? Have we placed 
money ahead of the things of God? or 
have we done the right thing and 
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given of our means with approving eye 
of God upon us? Yes, the spiritual 
things are more than money. The 
many needs of the lost world are more 
than money. You may rest assured 
that the crippled man who sat at the 
Gate Beautiful, in our scripture text, 
received something far greater than 
money! If you have no money, you 
Still may have the riches of the gospel 
—'‘‘Such as I have give I thee.” 

The object in the lesson is that if 
we accept this “such as I have” that 
Peter had, our money, which is a less- 
er blessing, will belong to God; and 
if we seek first the kingdom of God, 
all these things of temporal need will 
be given to us. Yes, the spiritual needs 
of mankind are more than money. 
Health and wholeness of body, soul 
and spirit is more needful than 
money. It was to the cripple that 
Peter took by the hand that he said, 
“Such as I have give I thee.” God help 
us to realize that all thy blessings and 
promises and the needs of the lost, 
the sick, and the maimed are MORE 
THAN MONEY. 





God Is Blessing in Oklahoma 
This Year 


To the readers of the Church of God 
Evangel: Greetings in the dear name 
of Jesus. Just a few words in regard 
to the way God is blessing us here in 
Oklahoma this year. 

Since the beginning of the Assem- 
bly year, we have visited all the 
churches and Sunday Schools in the 
State except perhaps three or four. 
We have personally conducted twen- 
ty-seven rallies, held four good re- 
vivals, and assisted in five district 
conventions. We have one more con- 
vention and three revivals ahead of 
us, and then the camp meeting.

Shawnee also won the prize at 


Seminole district convention which 
was conducted at Maud. Maud was 
formerly state headquarters. God is 
meeting with the youth in our rallies 
and conventions in a wonderful way. 
Some of the most outstanding services 
that we, in our sixteen years of Chris- 
tian life, have ever witnessed. 

Then came the Lawton convention, 
where God held us until 1:40 P. M., 
Sunday, April 28, while the Holy 
Ghost spoke to the young and old, 
causing them to come and dedicate 
themselves to God. The offering was 
$400 for missions, the largest in the 
state. 

Next, we went to where the glory of 
the Lord was so great in our new 
church, just eighteen months old. 
Rev. A. B. Smith, the host pastor, had 
everything in readiness for a real 
convention, and we had it. 

Easter orphanage offerings haven’t 
all reached our office as yet, but I 
want to make mention of Wagoner, 
our new church, less than a year old, 
which raised $108.46 for the orphans. 
The offering for the orphans in the 
Tulsa district was $140. The offering 
for missions was $165. We are cer- 
tainly proud of the good work being 
done by our efficient state overseer, 
Rev. L. L. Hughes, who is efficient 
both in the pulpit and with his over- 
alls on laying brick, cement blocks 
or anything else that needs doing, 
and he isn’t afraid of doing it. The 
state is growing. New churches and 
parsonages are being erected over the 
state. Everything is looking up. I 
don’t think Oklahoma will be in 
Class D another Assembly year.—An- 
drew C. Vance, state superintendent 
Sunday School and Y.P.E., Oklahoma.
